'any  requests  have  been  received  for  information  about  the  photoprint  service  pro- 
vided by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Library.     The  policy  regarding  photoprint 
and  microfilm  materials,  is  stated  inU.S.D.A.  Administrative  Regulations,  Title  2, 
Paragraph  7^-  which  is  quoted  below: 

"POLICY.   In  order  to  make  publications  in  the  Library  more  readily  avail- 
able to  the  staff  of  the  Department,  the  Library  provides  free  microfilm 
and  photoprint  service,  insofar  as  its  funds .and  equipment  permit.  Since 
it  is  obvious  that  legitimate  needs  of  a  few  individuals  may  conceivably 
be  great  enough  to  consume  all  the  funds  available  for  this  purpose,  the 
free  service  is  limited  to  materials  not  more  than  ^0  pages  in  length. 
Agencies  are  requested  to  purchase  longer  articles  or  large  numbers  of 
articles  for  any  one  project  in  the  customary  way,  paying  for  them  from 
their  own  funds.     This  does  not  preclude  lending  of  periodicals  to  field 
staff.     However,  the  Library  may  substitute  free  photoprints  for  field 
lending  of  periodicals  whenever  that  appears  to  promote  better  over- all 
service.     Photoprinting  facilities  of  the  Library  are  to  be  used  only 
for  copying  Library  materials. 

"REQUESTS.     Requests  for  free  microfilm  or  photoprints  should  be  sub- 
mitted through  the  Agency.  Working  3bol  Representative  on  Agriculture 
Department  Form  2l|5j  Library  Request,  m  th  the  word  "microfilm"  or 
"photoprint"  -written  in  the  upper-right  corner.     The  initials  of  the 
Working  Tool  Representative  on  the  AD- 21+5  are  accepted  as  evidence  of 
the  need  for  the  material  for  official  work  of  the  agency."
